Mr, Miller is a brother in law 
of tho late Louis Klieg and also of 
James Alexander, of this city. 
The Little Falls Transcript of Thurs­ 
day contains the following additional 
details: 
“The plaintiff in the complaint states 
that the defendant is VV lib aru Hoffman, 
instead of William Miller as he repre­ 
sents in his application; that ho enlist 
od in a Pennsylvania regiment in the 
Civil war and later on deserted: that 
there was but oho VV illiain Miller in tho 
company, and that he is at present a 
resident of Pennsylvania drawing a pen­ 
sion under the name of William Miller. 
Much documentary evidence was in­ 
troduced. 
“The defense is that the defendant is 
the rightful William Miller, and the de 
fondant claims that he knows of no 
William Hoffman, who was in his com 
pa ny and that he is justly entitled to a 
pension for service in the Civil war and j 
further claims that he can show an 
honorable discharge from his regiment. 
Ho did not have hisjdischarge with him, 
but claims that he has it in his home 
near Brainerd and can produce it on 
demand, 
“The penalty attached to tho crime 
alleged is a tine not to exceed $500 or 
imprisonment not to exceed five yoars 
in any penal institution.

The papers are cunningly drawn, and 
as the horse is sold on time tho few 
financially collectible farmers have to 
foot tho bill for from three to ten times 
tile cash value of the horse, who has
